During the sleety weath­ 
er ice collects on the wires, the wind 
causes the poles to sway and as they 
become brittle during cold weather 
they very easily snap off at the ground

Until recently, there have been but 
few 
Russia painters. 
One of the 
most noted artists in the early part of 
the nineteenth century, Aivazovski, 
became famous all over Europe as a 
marine painter. Two famous artists 
of a la* ter period are| Makowskl and 
Siemlradzki; the former selecting his 
subjects from 
social and 
historlo 
scenes and clearly showing the “ bar­ 
baric love of tangled gorgeousness;” 
the latter, best known by several 
paintings upon 
religious subjects, 
possessing an elegance of style far 
above competition. 
Probably the best known Russian 
artist is Verestchagen, who “ preached 
the gospel of peace by painting the 
horrors of war” ; while Russia’s great­ 
est artist is Ellas Repine, who is de­ 
scribed as a real genius and the best 
Russia bas produced, and of whom it 
Is said that among the iivicg artists it 
is not easy to find his equal in de­ 
picting 
character. 
His most re­ 
markable picture is The Return of 
the Exile. 
All the work of Finnish artists is 
patriotic and the best known artist is 
Edelfeldt who excels in portraiture. 
Rissia n art is becoming 
rapidly 
emancipated from foreign influence 
and will eventually vie witn any in 
the world.

pick mining. 
Illinois will take the 
leading part of the fight against the 
run-of-mine basis, which has governed 
the operations of mines in that field 
during the lift» of the present 
con­ 
tra c t 
W hen the demands of the op­ 
erators are presented in the joint meet­ 
ing it is probable that they will 
in­ 
clude a proposition for a reduction in 
wages to offset what they consider the 
ex cessive increase demanded by 
the 
miners. 
This increase, they say. considering 
the run-of-mine basis, would amount 
to a 25 per cent, advance in the price 
of mining coal in Indiana. Again, they 
allege th a t on the run-of-mine basis 
the quality of the product is such that 
it brings lower prices on the m arket 
because of the slate, stone or dirt that 
comes up in the ears. 
While there was some friction in the 
United Mine Workers yesterday, show­ 
ing a lack of harmony between Presi­ 
dent Mitchell and Vice President Lew­ 
is. with a tendency to develop feeling 
among the delegates, the attitude of 
the miners toward the operators will 
be a well organized and thoroughly 
determined whole.

Washingto n, Jan. 24. — After a co n-. 
ference lasting all the afterno o n the 
ho use co mmittee o n interstate and fo r­ 
eign co mmerce has agreed up o n a rate 
bill to be kno wn as the Hep burn bill, 
and to be rep o rted to the ho use with 
the unanimo us reco mmendatio n o f the 
eighteen members o f the co mmittee. 
Til the nlain the bill is the o riginal 
Hep burn hill, but a numiter o f co nces­ 
sio ns was made to the Demo crats, and 
their ideas as set fo rth in the Davey 
bill were freely inco rp o rated in the p er­ 
fected measure. 
Demo cratic Phrase Accep ted. 
Chairman Hep burn was co ngratu­ 
lated by all the members o f his co m­ 
mittee o n the drafting o f a bill up o n 
which bo th p arties co uld agree, and the 
members o f the co mmittee assert co n­ 
fidence that the successful o utco me o f 
tliier lo ng co n ft reneeswill have marked 
effect up o n the attitude o f the senate 
to ward the measure.

the o ther Rep ublicans agreed to accep t 
the wo rding o f the Demo cratic bill in

The amendment which was accep t­ 
ed p ro vides that the co inn i is si o n shall 
fix a “just, reaso nable and fairly re­

It was maintained 
by the Demo crats that under the o rig­ 
inal Hep burn wo rding the co mmissio n 
was required to fix the highest o f the 
“just, reas malde and fairly remunera­ 
tive” rates, in ease there were sever­ 
al such rates. Chairman Hep burn and 
the Rep ublicans do no t believe there 
is any difference in the two wo rdings, 
but were p erfectly willing to accep t 
the language o f the Davey bill.

The amended bill also p ro vides fo r 
seven members o f the interstate co m­ 
merce co mmissio n, instead o f nine as 
was p ro vided in the o riginal Hep burn 
bill. 


Washingto n, Jan. 24.—While Sp o o n­ 
er was defending the administratio n a 
actio n relative to the Sati Do mingo re­ 
ceivership , o f which the Demo crats 
say the p resident is p utting into ex ecu­ 
tio n a treaty that is no t ratified, the 
Wisco nsin senato r said that o wing to 
these allegatio ns “the p resident was 
distressed.

Insurgent” R epublica ns feeem Like­ 
ly to Defeat the M easure, 
Washingto n. Jan. 21. — Thirty-fo ur 
Rep ublican stateho o d“iusurgents” held 
caucus in Rep resentative ilabco ck’s 
co mmittee ro o m and o utlined their 
fight against the Hamilto n bill. This 
is the largest number o f Rep ublican 
members so far at an anti-jo int state­ 
ho o d meeting.

Demo crats are leaving the city and

the Rep ublican "Insurgents” and wants 
to p revent the admissio n o f New Mex ­ 
ico and Arizo na as o ne state. 
Demo crats who are o ut o f the city 
are being summo ned by Rep resenta­ 
tive Williams, leader o f the mino rity, 
to return in time to o p p o se the nuti- 
a mend ment rule. 
Llo yd, the Demo ­ 
cratic whip , said he ex p ects to be able 
to have at least 120 Demo crats in the 
ho use to vo te against the rule p revent­ 
ing amendments to the Hamilto n bill. 
Nearly twenty-five Rep ublicans are o ut 
o f the city, and bo th the rival fo rces 
are wo rking hard to gather iu absent­ 
ees.
